March 1979 setting down the policy for export of Barytes 
(lumps and powder). 

2, It has been decided that with immediate effect the 
following minimum f.o.b. Indian Port Prices will be appli¬ 
cable to the different varieties of Barytes : 

(a) Barytes Powder OCMA Grade—@ US $57.00 
per M.T. 

(b) Barytes Lumps OCMA Grade—@ US $ 37.00 

per M.T, 

Note :—The above prices are for the exported mulerial 
packed in polyethylene lined, bituminised iute 
bags. If the material to be exported Is in pallets, 
the foreign buyer will be required to pay at least 
US $ 6.00 per M.T. f.o.b. extra to the minimum 
export prices prescribed above. 


3. Shipment of Barytes Lumps will be allowed only to 
the extent of 20 per cent of the total export by individual 
mineowners in respect of Gulf countries. For this purpose 
the export of Baryles Powder should precede the export of 
Lumps. There will no such restriction on the export of 
lumps to destinations other than Gulf Area. 

4. Every mineowner intending to export Barytes should 
present, alongwith the relevant shipping document, a certi¬ 
ficate from the concerned State Director, Geology and 
Mining or the officer authorised by him for the purpose 
generally or specially, to the effect that the applicant was 
holding the requisite mining lease as on 31-3-1979 1 . This 
certificate should also indicate that the quantity proposed 
to be shipped by the mineowner is from his own produc¬ 
tion.
